Cleveland.—Through the good office 


of Herbert L. Hoover and the Simpli- 
fied .Practice Division of the Depart- 
ment-ot-Commerce, the brick industry 
has been enabled to sweep away an 
infinite variety of odd sizes o£ brick 
and establish one standard size for the 
seven billion bricks produced every 
year in the United States, according to 
the Common Brick Manufacturers As- 
sociation headquarters here. 


This size is approximately 8 inches 


by 3 3-4 inches by 2 1-4 inches. The 
only exception now to be- allowed Is 
in the case of smooth faced brick for 
special exterior use, in which a very 
slight variation in one dimension only 
is permissible. 


The common brick industry estab- 


lished the standard size some years 


ago, 
but experienced trouble 


its standard was not insisted upon tVr 
public work by many architects. 


With the government now deftnit^y 


supporting the industry in its efforts 
to standardize its product it is expect- 
d that before long all specificalions 
will call for the standard sized brick, 
to the great benefit iiof only 
of the 


brick industry but to all users of '.!;9 
product.

New Zealand's Babies. 


New Zealand proudly boasts that it has the lowest infant 


mortality rate in the world. It is 43 per 1,000. Fifty years 
ago the rate was 106 per 1,000. This big reduction is the 
result of concerted, organized and persistent national effort, 
with the Plunket Society as leader. 


The society maintains .nursing centers in every town where 


a nurse, specially trained at a baby hospital, gives free advice 
and instruction. These centers are supported by private sub- 
scriptions plus government subsidy. Their work,does not 
savor of charity. So well liked and democratic are they that 
rich and poor, ignorant and learned alike are glad to avail 
themselves of the expert help offered there. 


The Plunket Society also issues pamphlets which are dis- 


tributed free, and publishes frequent articles-in the newspapers 
of the country on the care of babies. It answers correspon- 
dence and co-operates energetically with the' government 
health department. 


What New Zealand has done any American community 


ought to be able to do if it would. Here, too, there are authori- 
tative government bulletins and pamphlets for the help and 
instruction of young parents; there are in many places hospital 
clinics, dispensaries and health centers free or nominally priced 
examinations, advice and medicine; there are health columns 
in many of the daily newspapers. All that seems to be lack- 
ing are the determination and the concerted effort shown in 
New Zealand. 


Obstacles to Justice. 


It is a matter of common notice that in this country the 


criminal has nearly all the advantages on his side, in a court 
trial, provided he is able to employ a good lawyer. Court pro- 
cedure and tradition give him those advantages. 


All of them have had good reason on their side, historically; 


but legal reformers nowadays are pointing out how conditions 
have changed so that rights and guarantees originally meant 
to insure justice now defeat justice. 


Take the jury system, for instance. 
The old English law 


required the unanimous verdict of 12 men for conviction in 
order to safeguard the commoners against tyranny of the 
nobles. In these days the requirement -operates, every day, to 
set free some criminal whom 10 or 11 good and true men out 
of 12 believe to be guilty. Thus a'-small and stupid or per- 
verse minority defeats the will of a- big majority, and protects 
wrong-doing. 


Likewise, because in the middle ages, as a relief from 


tyranny and religious persecution, it was ruled that a person 
accused could not be forced to submit to questioning by the 
court, we still find prisoners immune from giving testimony. 
France and several other enlightened countries have long since 
abolished this rule. They reckon it mere common sense to 
open a trial by putting^the accused person on the witness 
stand, with judge and jury forming the natural conclusions 
if he will not tell an open, frank story.

,'a person is foolish to expose. himself 
in the open when such

How best to protect one's self was 


explained in the following rules, re- 
cently given out by Professor Alexan- 
der G. Me Adle, director of the Blue 
Hill Observatory and pv.ofessor ot me- 
tecroloey at Harvard. 


First—Do not stny out on a bench 


or in a field when dark, heavy clouds 
.•ire overhead or corning slowly from 
' the west or south. Get under cover, 1C 


•• possible. If this is not practicable lie 
; dov.'n. jDon't remain standing. 


Second—Do not stand under "a tree 


•withthlck foliage. You nro forming a 


. part of tae line of discharge, since the 
'body, more particularly the siiin 
if 


moist, is a better conductor than the 
'trunk of the tree. Mere people are 
hilled by lightning in this way than 
in probably any other. 


Third—Don't stand in the doorw,ay 


of a barn or in a window in proximity 
to a chimney. There are currents _of 
air or winds, and the lightning fol-

ows to some extent .any draft or col- 
umn of rising air, especially warm air. 


Fourth—Don't laugh at any one's 


nervousness during a fevere thunder 
storm. There is a good reason to be 
nervous. Even if one is in a building 
that is stuck, the damage In 9S cases 
out of 100, confined to ripping out 
plaster or knocking off slats and tear- 
Ing oft fancy projecting timbers. But 
there are times when the storm clouds 
descend lo earth. and amid darkness 
the flashes are heavy, and numerous. 
At such times th^re is danger. It ia 
dangerousto be near a chimney or a 
tree or a flagpole or a metal clothes- 
line. 


Fifth—Livestock should not be tied 


near a wire fence. 


Sixth—There Is no particular sense 


in going to bed. Standing on glass or 
rubber or any good insulator, a woolen : 
blanket for examaple, will give one a j 
little more security and a great deal 
more confidence. The probability of a. 
person in an ordinary residence build- 
ing, being struck Is very slight. 


Seventh—If you are near a person 


who has been struck, make every ef- 
fort to resuscitate him.. Only .rarely 
does lightning kill outright. 
Mostly 


people are stunned and all that is 
needed is a little artificial respiration 
to restore them to consciousness. Of 
course get a doctor Quick."
